General Jo hn C. Sm ith in an a d­ 
dress just published resents the insin­ 
uatio ns against General G rant that 
creep perio dically into current litera- 
These are to the effect th a t G rant, 
while a resident o f Galena, was shift­ 
less, idle and drank to o much whisky; 
also , th a t G ra n t’s tendency to drink 
to excess was the o nly explanatio n o f 
his co nduct after the capture o f Fo rt 
Do nelso n and led to his hum iliatio n 
ju st befo re and just after the battle 
o f Shilo h. 
T his theo ry was accepted by White- 
law Reid and o thers who wro te bite 
graphics o t Grant in the three years 
after th e war. 
It recently lias been 
used freely by w riters who imagine 
there Is a so rt o f justice in explo iting 
th e alleged weaknesses o f great men. 
General Sm ith deprecates this te n ­ 
dency, and, in the interest o f tru th , 
publishes his reco llectio ns o f G rant at 
G alena and in th e army. 
Captain Grant, acco rding to General 
S m ith ’s sto ry, went to Galena In 1S60 
to take an interest in the harness and 
leather business o f Jesse R. G rant A 
So n, the father to retire in the in te r­ 
est Of his so n, the captain. 
T h e ill 
health o f Simpso n S. Grant and the 
po litical excitem ent o f the Linco ln 
cam paign delayed th e transfer, and 
C aptain C. S. G rant, no t because o f 
the distrust o f bis father o r bro thers, 
but because o i unsettled co nditio ns, 
entered upo n dut y as a clerk. 
In this 
capacity he was efficient and in du stri­ 
o us. 
General Sm ith says; 
“ No o ne in Galena bo re a better 


ch aracter fo r uprightness 
and fair 
; dealing than Captain G rant 
and no 
i m an was better kno wn fo r so briety, 
industry 
and 
general 
intelligence. 
All sto ries a ttribu tin g idleness, shift­ 
lessness, o r us« » o f into xicants to Cap­ 
tain G rant while a resident o f Galena 
are false. 
General Sm ith speaks w ith the same 
explicitness o f o ther repo rts o f G ra m ’s 
perso nal sho rtco mings invented early 
in th e war to prevent his advance 
merit. 
As these repo rts had no great 
influence o n public o pinio n at th at 
tim e, and as they did no t prevent 
G ran t's rapid advancem ent to chief 
co m mand, few perso ns 
who 
co uld 
speak autho ritatively have taken the 
pains to deny them. 


General Grant was never a po ser 
lie po sed as little-when he co m m and­ 
ed all the unio n arm ies as when he 
lived in Galena in 1860. 
He was a 
uno btrusive as President in Washing­ 
to n as he was a clerk in Galena. 
He 
never pretended to be bette r than he 
was in any po sitio n. 
But it is as im­ 
po rtant th a t he be pictured as he was 
in th e humbler walks o f life as it is 
th a t he be pictured just as he was in 
the great activities o f his career. 


G rant was a new type o f th e so ldier, 
so different in his simplicity, mo desty, 
ana genero sity fro m th e o ld type th a t 
he aiway.s was in danger o ! being m is­ 
understo o d. 
But th e mo re th e peo ple 
have studied hi« perso nality the mo re 
they have respected the (did Co m m an­ 
der.
